Breaking the hard crust 
which forms on the surface \vith a smooth- 
ing harrow will do more good than au ex- 
pensive hand hoeing two or three weeks 
later. 
Cultivate as soon n-s the rows are 


plainly seen and continue cultivating until 
the corn or potatoes cover the ground. One 
of the best farmers of our acquaintance 
makes a point to cultivate as much corn as 
possible while the dew is on the ground, 
which being charged with ammonia ho con- 
sidered equal to a dressing of manure. 


CLIPPIXG VIXGS OF FOWLS. 


Clipping the wings of fowl? to prevent 


their flying is a necessary operation scmo- 
times, but never necessarily disfiguring. 
It 


generally is, however, since the farm er's 
shears almost always make a clean sweep of 
all the quills, and an agly wing is the remit. 
Besides the uglinesf 
there ore also ether 


disadvantages in s/;h sweeping operation. 
A setting hen uses the outer end of he wing 
to retain the eggs under her in place, and 
those near the body protect the fikiu from 
being Urn by her mate's claws. The proper 
way is to only trim the feathers partly off 
with a pair of scissors, except about one 
iuch at the end. 
It shows but little when 


the wing is closed, and does not disfigure 
the fowl, and lets the wind through, so as to 
prevent flying.—[Farmers' Journal. 


CDi GKASS EABLY. 


The German papers publish delaihi of a 


series of experiments carried on at the agri- 
cultural schools iu that country, for the pur- 
pose of testing the nutritive properties of 
grass and hay at various singes. The ex- 
periments were initiated by the excessive 
demand for forage in Germany, but are not 
the lass valuable on that account. 
By an 


elaborate scries of analysis, it is shown why 
young grass is more nutritious than mature 
grass. The physiological experiments show 
that it Is more easily digested. This grass 
two and one-half inches high contains nearly 
fifty Jper cent, more of albumenoids than 
gross which is sis inches high, and ten ruoro 
of "crude fat." The mature grass contains 
more woodj fibre and less flesh-forming 
matter than the young grass, and, besides 
this, it is found that the nutritious albuEie- 
nolds eiist in less soluble form iu hay than 
in vcung grass. Hence the difference of 
nuitrition nud digestibility. 
Autumnal hay 


was found to be more nutritious and digest- 
ive than Summer hay.—[Vermont Journal.

plication docs not destroy the worms, -a 
second one should be made, 
it is probable 


that wheat flour, line Indian meal or any

Calling at tho West End Hotel a few 


days since, wo wero shown through tho 
building and over the grounds by the pro- 
prietor, Mr. Prcsbury. 
We found scores of 


laborers at work, some in scrubbing tho 
iloors, others calcimining tho walls, painting 
tho inside woodwork, repairing tho machin- 
ery of the establishment, rolling in provi- 
sions, unpacking crockery nsd glassware, 
tacking down carpets, etc. Tho ivido halls 
wo noticed had been newly carpeted, as well 
as tho stairways. Tho sleeping apartments 
—numerous enough to accommodate TOO 
visitors—looked clean and tidy and aro well 
furnished, and havo withal, high ceilings.

The 
water drawn from tho first one, about mid- 
way of tho rcnr piazza of the wing running 
west, is used solely for drinking purposes. 
It is six feet in diameter, and possesses n 
capacity equal to any demand that may bo 
rnndo upon it. Tho other well iu the rear 
of the grounds, has a diameter ' of t-.v?lvo 
feet, is forty-two feet deep, and will yield 
1,800 gallons per hour. 
An engine forces 


tho water from this well to various portions 
of tho hotel building, tho laundry building, 
tho kitchen, tho gas house, and to other 
points where it may bo needed.—I,nrgo 
draiud havo been constructed from tho cess- 
pools, kitchens, etc., loading out boyond tho 
hotel grounds.—[Long Branch News.

little flour. .

I.I;N'JJ I'UUDING.—Quarter of a 


pound of suet, quarter of a pound of flour, 
quarter of a pound of currants, two ounces 


• of sugar, two teaspoonfuls of molasses,juico 


and pool of one lemon, two taMespoonfnls 
of milk. Boil in mold throe houra. 


LIGHT It YE TEA CAKES.—One pint of 


swoet unlk, two eggs, a tcaspoonful, of 
brown sugar and a largo pinch of salt. Add, 
oaough rye flour to nmkc it as stiff as com- 
mon griddle cako batter. JJako hnlf fin hour 
in "gem pans." Serve cold or hot, as 
desired. 


LEMON CAKE.—Three cupfulu of powdered 


white sugar, one cupful of fresh butter, one 
capful of milk, five eggs and four cupfuls of 
Hour. Beat the butter and eggs to a cream; 
beat the eggs separately, tho whites to a 
stiff froth, and then dissolve ft little soda !n 
tho milk; mis all together; then sift tho 
Hour and put in by degrees, and add tho 
juice and grated pool of a fresh lemon. This 
cake is delicious. 


KICK PANCAKES.—Boil half a pound of rico 


to a jelly. When cold, mis with it a pint o 
cream, two eggs, a little salt and nutmeg. 
Stir in four ounces of butter, just warmed, 
and add as much (lour as will make batter 
thick .-enough. Fry in as little larcl as pos- 
sible. 


GELATINE PUDDING.—Half a box of gela- 


tine dissolved in a half pint of cold water. 
Beat the yelks of four eggs and three table- 
spoons of sugar, and turn into tho gelatine 
and water. Have ready a quart of boiling 
milfc. Pour tho mixture into the milk and 
stir it until it boils. 


CoijDsi.AW.—Yolkfi of two eggs ; a table- 


spoonfnl of cream ; a small teaspoonful of 
mustard : a little salt; two tablespoonfuls 
of vinegar. If cream is not used, put ia a 
small-lump of butter rubbed in a little flour. 
Cut the cabbage very fine ; heat the mixture 
and pour it on hot. 


GOOD MINCE PIES.—Four pounds beef, six 


pounds sour apples, two pounds raisins, 
three pounds brown sugar, one quart mo- 
lasses, three quarts cider, one half pound 
Buet, one half pint brandy, two tablespoon- 
fuls salt, orie ounce each of nutmegs.cloves, 
cinnamon, lemon peel and mace. 


EICE PUDDING WITHOUT EGOS. —Put into 


n well-buttered dish hnlf pound best Caro- 
lina rice, simply washed; pour on it three 
pints of cold milk; sweeten nnd flavor to 
taste; put a little butter and nutmeg on the 
top to brown; bake two and a half hours in 
a slow oven, on which much success of tho 
pudding depends. 


VENISON STEAKS.—Cut thom from 
the 


neck; season thom with pepper nnd salt. 
"When tho gridiron has been well heated 
over a bed of bright coals, grease the bars, 
and. lay tho steaks upon it. Broil thom 
well, turning thom once, and taking care to 
savo as much of the gravy ns possible, 
Servo them up with currant jolly laid on 
each steak.
